For the world, and pi ticulafly the European world, the Locarno agreements ^ 
wf)T«and ( out vividly in the history of the struggle for pence. Whatever relatii n 
this county bears to the fu’filment of these compacts will be the result of sympa¬ 
thetic cooperation. Citizens of the world—which, as a matter of fact, all people 
are—can but rejoice at e\en‘ the faintest gleam of hope that foretells the time w htn 
war shall be no more. The much-hoped-for outlawry or war will not come by any 
sudden enactment or thrust of the pen; there will be no overnight ultimatum 
against international armed conflict. It \vilhDe--indetd it is---a gradual mould¬ 
ing of world character ar.d opinion, backed up by an enlightened world force of 
sentiment, that will finally spell the doom of organized w arfare. 

For Canada, the bi-partisan and non-partisan efforts towaid reducing the 
enormous expenses of government, upheld |>y a sense of right upon the part of 
the rank and file of the people, ought to ! be an encourage merit to industry ai d ag¬ 
riculture, a boou to thrift, and a goad to ambition. The economic success cf all 
government rests upon the justness of its taxation system. Llevelopmeut must^go 
forward, power and irrigation resources must be utilized, transportation must be 
promoted, and business must bo stimulated. But there is a happy medittm of 
fc fairness and a resultanj exchange of legitimate functions between government and 
business. That our citizenry will initiate these measures, our lawmakers adopt 
them, our courts apply them, aud our administrations enforce them,*-is - the wish 
of every true Canadian. 

For our community, the New Year ought to stir to civic action many propo¬ 
sals so often cast aside (or a lack of support. This community has so many fine 
things to its credit, so solid a foundation on which to bipld and prosper, that to go 
backward is unthinkable; to stand still is disastrous; but to go forwaid, placing 
trust in its people, confidence in its ability, aud hope in its future, is truly not 
too much to wish for the year of 1926.

He has, at his 
immediate disposal, equipment and 
forces, electric therapy, food sci¬ 
ence, gland therapy, etc., that give 
him an immense advantage over 
members of his profession at any 
other period in history. 

But, shut in behind a wall of 
ethical dogma, he sits in his office 
praying for the odd patient to strag- 
gle in, while his knowledge goes 
rusty and the public goes unhealed. 

The doctor has never learned to] 
merchandise his knowledge, 
has never learned to make that 
knowledge profitable to himself 
serviceable to ihe pbblic. 

Men have learned to make fine 
biscuits, good . soaps, superior 
watehes They have gone out and 
merchandised these articles by pub¬ 
licity until they have created a vol¬ 
ume of sales that enabled' them to 
sdl at a price anyone could meet. 
Publicity, . with its ensuipg sales 
volume and consequent low prices, 
lias brought the best products pid 
the finest luxuries within the reach 
of everyone. It has added to civil¬ 
ization 

But the doctor, sitting tight with 
his ethics upon the principles of 
m-dical knowledge, is withholding 
fro n the public the thing the pub¬ 
lic wants most—health. The lux¬ 
uries of life have been made com¬ 
mon. The greatest essential of life' 
is still hoarded behind a fortress of 
ethics.

Too Much Mind of His Own 

By Dr. CIM. Hincks, Medical Director, 

Canadian National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene. 

The pouting, sulky, obstinate 
child who harbours grudges and 
bears malice is seriously handicap- 
ped These qualities should be 
studied and corrected, for if they 
are allowed'to grow they develop 
hatred and suspicion—always lead¬ 
ing to unhappiness. 

Sometimes the simplest way to 
manage an obstinate child is to face 
.him with hia own problem, 
woman, remarkable for her intelli¬ 
gence and poise, told me that when 
six years of age she overheard her 
parents seriously discuss her future. 
She had indulged in a fit of oh* 
stinacy that day and nothing'could 
shake jjer out of her sulky* silence. 
They were worried for they foresaw 
a long life of disaster if she retaimd 
the, undesirable habit.

As a ratepayer and a citizen of 
the town of Coleman, I consider 
that it is with the express object, 
of furthering the welfare and safe¬ 
guarding the interests of our rate¬ 
payers and citizens as a whole, that 
we elect a mayor and town cOu cil, 
and that any situation that''may 
arise affecting those interests, is a 
matter upon which the mnyor and 
council should publicly express 
their opinion'. 

Before proceeding further, 1 wish 
to state emphatically that I hold no 
brief for the breweries or any of 
their agents, nor do i hold a liquor 
or beer permit, but ain*viewing thi 
matter Solely from the viewpoint of 
a citizen and ratepayer, and I oou< 
tend that the withdrawal of any 
industry, however small, from 
community will have a detrimental 
effect upon our financial welfare 

In inditing the foregoing para 
graph, I make one reservation, the 
abolishment of the “Irish Club” at 


Blairmore,-with its misdirected in¬ 
dustry and attendant retinue re¬ 
ferred to in your correspondent’s 
letter, would prove a distinct ad¬ 
vantage. 

Your correspondent "Pro Bone- 
head Publico” is evidently not ai 
ratepayer—this I infer from Ins 
brief hut otherwise comprehensive 
survey of the situation*-as he ftilsj 
to touch upon a point of- vital in¬ 
terest to p’roperiy owners,'Viz: the 
effect of the proposed change upon 
our realty values 

At present two breweries main¬ 
tain agents and distributing ware¬ 
houses in Coleman, with drays and 
other equipment, from which both 
town and government, directly as 
well as indirectly, derive a revenue, 
besides furnishing steady employ¬ 
ment to a number of local citizens. 
Also, one of Jhe breweries men¬ 
tioned is financially interest! d in 
the welfare of the town to the ex¬ 
tent of approximately eighty five 
thousand dollars, having erected 
and equipped an hotel here ths 
would be a credit to anA^jty in the 
Dominion, and frommmich our tax 
receipts are no small ltghTT Si 
much for the financial end of thi 
matter 

“I might also point out, that the 
picsent Liquor A-ct came into effect 
l)V « direct vote of the electors of 
the Province with a very, suhstan. 
tial majority, is apparently working 
out satisfactorily and the only rea¬ 
son 1 can surmise for the, proposed 
change, quoted to Mr. Dinning, is 
the failure of the Government Ven¬ 
dor stfires to furnish the expected 
profits from the liquor traffic. 

The present Act, sponsored by 
the Moderation League, 
marily directed at the boot legging 


industry and the consumption of 
hard liquor, and any change in the 
Act, diverging from this principle, 
is simply flaunting the expressed 
wishes of the electors. 

I have been given to understand, 
from a reliable source, that at a re¬ 
lent council meeting attended thy 
Mjjyor Burns, Councillors Moores, 
Vincent and Johnson, that a com¬ 
munication was received from a 
brewery agent notifying the council 
of the proposed change in the Art

could’nt read) requesting that they, j 
as an elected body, pass and Tor — j 
ward absolution condemning the 
proposed change and forward a copy 
of the same to Mr. Dinning, and 
furnishing very excellent reasons,

A world-championship Dog Derby to tho “Top of the 
World and Back” will be run for the first time in the 
history of dog-mushing at the Banff Winter Carnival this 
year, according to plans now being made by the Carnival 
committee under President Standish. The course from 
Calgary to the Great Divide and back to Banff will be the 
longest dog race in the world and will exceed the famous 
Pas Derby by 23 miles. The Strongheart Trophy and one 
thousand dollars will go to the winner. 

From Calgary, the starting point, the dog teams will 
travel to a height of 6,300 feet over a distance of 133 
miles. This point is the Great Divide, the backbone of 
the North American continent, which in the Canadian 
Rockies separates Alberta from British Columbia. The 
contestants will then return to Banff via Lake Louise, 
completing the distance of 173 miles. The course lies 
over the most rugged Bcenery in America and will be the 
most unique run ever made by dog and Bled. 

This world-championship dog derby will be m&de an 
annual event at the Banff Winter Carnival from now on. 
Among the famous mushers who have already signed up 
for the race are Ike Mills with his team of famous all¬ 
blacks: Harry Knight, the 19-year-old boy who has 
twice already won the Strongheart Trophy and will have 
to win it only this year to come into possession of it; Jim 
Boyce, Fred Pepper, George Child and others of less note. 

The end of the race wifi be celebrated by a big buffalo 
barbecue at Lake Minnewanka, seven miles from Banff. 


A special train will run from Calgary to Banff to allow 
those who saw the teamB start to view the finish. 

The Banff Winter Carnival, which has now become 
s of the big Canadian winter classics, will extend over 
two weeks this year, from February 3 to the 17th. 

Another feature of this year’s events will be the ski- 
jumping -contests over the new, enlarged hill, which will 
be participated in by Nels Nelson, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway'brakeman who holds the world’s championship 
both the amateur and professional classes. 

To enable the winter visitors to Banff to see something 
of the scenery, Bill Potts, famous Rocky Mountain guide, 
will bring in twenty horses to be used to pull ski-jorers and 
tobogganers to scenic ooints in the surrounding moun¬ 
tains. 

Other features of the ice carnival will be the ladies’ 
hockey championships and skating contests for all 
classes; swimming contests in the famous hot sulphur 
pools; ski and ski-joring races and the packing and Baddle 
contests by the famouB Rocky Mountain guides of West 
Canada. Dog teams will be used to taxi the visitors 
instead of the familiar Banff summer automobile. These 
teams will be provided by the Brewster Transport Com¬ 
pany. The city of Calgary having thiB year discontinued 
their own carnival to join forces with the Banff classic. It 
is expected that the coming Banff Carnival will be the 
biggest in the history of the Rockies.
